Oil men interested in the activi- 
ties of the Ventura-avenue field and 
particularly the Foster No. 1 well of 
the M. K. T. Oil Company, were 
puzzled Saturday upon learning that 
the gas being produced by the well 
bas an unusually large gasoline con- 
tent.

In the thirteen years dating for- 
ward from 1914, California opera- 
tors spent close to $80,000,000 in ex- 
ploratory work alone within the 
confines of this State. 

During that period, according to 
the yearly reports of the Califor- 
nia State Mining Bureau, 1461 wild- 
cat wells were drilled, the estimat- 
ed average cost of each being $55,- 
000. It has been estimated by State 
petroleum engineers that in the 
drilling of these wells the operators 
made more than 3,000,000 feet of 
hole out of which they did not get 
a single barrel of commercial pro- 
Guetion. The estimated cost of this 
work is $20 per foot. 

That the ratio of fleld discoveries 
is exceedingly small compared with 


indicated. according to the 
Mining Bureau, by the fact fhat 
1070 wildcat wells, drilled between 
1814 and 1924, resulted in the dis- 


covery of only fifteen new oil fields: 


only two new fields—Seal Beach and 
Posy Creek. 


GO THE LIMIT 

For the last two years most of the 
big operating companies engaged 
in prospecting for new sources of 
oil supply have been committed to 
the idea of drilling as far as it is 
mechanically possible to go. Com- 
paratively few wildcat projects have 
been abandoned short of 5000 feet, 
and great numbers of them have 
been drilled to depths of from 5500 
to 7000 feet.. 

There are more than a dozen 
wells in one field in Southern Cali- 
fornia that are _producing from 
depths below 7000 feet. Wildcat 
projects drilling 6500 feet or deeper 
and discovering no oil are costing 
from $150,000 to $250,000. There 
are a few exploratory jobs, from 
7200 to 7500 feet deep, that have 
cost upward of $300,000. 

Many California operators believe 
that drilling, within the next few 
years, will be prosecuted to depths 
of between 7000 and 8500 feet in 
the search for new oil supplies. 
Such exploratory work will be ex- 
ceedingly expensive, and the next 
1000 wildcat wells drilled in this 
State will undoubtedly show greater 
totals in red figures on the cost 
sheets of the operating companies 
than did the 1461 wildcat projects 
which cost $55,000 apiece.

United States Geologi- 
cal Survey bulletins show that the 
mineral is principally used as a pig- 
ment in mixed paints, in the man- 
ufacture of lithophane—a chemical- 
ly prepared white pigment consist- 
ing of zinc sulphide and barium sul- 
phate—in the preparation of other 
barium salts, such as the nitrate, 
used in pyrotechnics for green fire, 
and as a base upon which the lake 
pigments are precipitated. It is also 
used in manufacture of white 
rubber , asbestos cement, and 
artificial ivory, in giving weight to 
paper, and in the preparation of 
fertilizers, boiler compounds, insec- 
ticides, peroxide of hydrogen and 
artificial driftwood salts. Some va- 
rieties take a high polish and are 
used in place of marble.

ty City Clerk Browning. _The 
measure was adopted on June 
15, 1904, and so urgent was the 
necessity for the city’s doing 
something severe to stop the 
wild speeders of those days that 
Mayor Snyder signed the ordi- 
nance forthwith and it took ef- 
fect at once as an “emergency” 
measure. Drivers who now re- 
ceive tags for whirling around 
town at thirty and thirty-five 
miles an hour and pedestrians 
who flee for their lives daily in 
this jazz age will be interested 
in its emergency regulations of

HE ASSESSMENT SHARKS 


How complicated is the problem in- | 


volved in getting public improvement 
work done at a reasonable price, without 
at the same time giving opportunity to 
assessment-lien sharks to make extor- 
tionate profits, may be judged from the 
series of five articles recently published 
in successive Sunday editions of this 
paper. Every plan so far proposed for 
collecting money from property owners 
to pay for such improvements is open to 
Serious objections and has uneconomic 
aspects; but there. is general agreement 
that the present system has brought 
about so many serious abuses that it 
must be amended. 


Most improvements in Los Angeles are 
made under the Improvement Act of 
1911, under which, after the work is 
completed, the assessments due from 
each piece of property benefited are tab- 


ulated into a collection roll which is 


given to the contractor or his assignee. 
Assessments under $25 are required to be 
paid in cash; those over $25, if unpaid, 
are automatically converted into bonds 
which run for ten years and constitute a 
first lien upon the property. 

“All of which would work well in a sim- 
ple community where everybody is 
known and the owner of each piece of 
property is known also, but when the 
owners have been careless about their 
addresses and are scattered in all parts 


of the globe the job of collection pre-. 


sents many difficulties. To get his 
money, the contractor sells the cash liens 
and the bends, for which no one can 
blame him; but unless he is to sell them 
ay a heavy discount, they must be 100 
per cent collectable; and to make them 
100 per cent collectable. it has been 
deemed necessary to use somewhat dras- 
tic methods of protecting them. It has 
been found possible in the past to pile 
up so many extra charges for thé collec- 
tion of delinquent items that it Was more 
profitable to wait for the money than to 
get it; and in some cases it has been 
found that what, on their face, appeared 
to be bad accounts have actually sold at 
a premium because of the opportunities 
for gouging that they afforded. 

It is evident that no property owner, 
who knew of the assessment against his 
property, knew when and where he 
should pay it, and who neglects to make 
the necessary arrangements, -has any 


great complaint; the penalty for neglect | 


is loss. It is also evident that the prop- 
erty owners who do take cafe of their 
obligations should not be mulcted be- 
cause of the delinquencies of others; and 


that if a contractor is obliged t> wait for | 


his money without getting compensation 
for waiting. he will have to charge more 
for his work. That the system bears 
hard upon those who, for one reason or 
another, never hear of an assessment 
against their property till the lien 
shark’s teeth fasten upon them, is, how- 
ever, a sufficient reason for making a 
change. | 

Viewed thus, the problem becomes one 
of some scheme of notifying, infallibly, 
all property owners of the amount they 
owe, in time for them to escape penalty. 
City Clerk Dominguez believes this can 


-be done by requiring the addresses of all 


grantees to be placed on deeds, and the 
addresses of all purchasers on contract 
to be furnished by the real estate firm 
interested in the transaction, so that the 
City Clerk’s address list can be kept up 
to date. Another plan is a change in the 
method of keeping assessment records, 
involving a centralized bureau in con- 
nection with the City Treasurer's office, 
which would supplement the City Clerk’s 
address list. It is also proposed that the 
city itself make the collections—it now 
does this for street lighting and other 
assessment district improvements except 
streets—instead of letting the contractor 
do it. 

Apparently there ,is no one way of 
blotting out the eer shark, nor 
any method that will work in every case. 
His exactions will have to be curbed here 
and limited here, the field of his opera- 
tidns narrowed little by little as experi- 
ence makes possible. e proposals out- 
lined in the articles- published in The 
Times, which are summarized above, 
should be put into effect as rapidly as 
may be.

NOTHER UTOPIA FAILS 

The plan of settlement with the 
unlucky colonists on the State project at 
Durham, proposed by Chief Cleary of 
the State Division of Land Settlement, 
marks the collapse of another Utgpian 
movement. If the settlérs accept, the 
State treasury will receive, eventually 
and perhaps, some 65 per cent of the 
original price of the 3700 acres which 
was purchased there by California just 
after the war. In the similar colony at 
Delhi, the State’s loss will be nearly 
double proportionately—and the settlers 
will also have lost. 

These tracts were purchased pursuant 
to the California Land Settlement Act of 
1917, intended to provide for the soldiers 
on their return from overseas, so that 
they might establish themselves on a 
self-supporting and prosperous basis. 
Neither at Delhi nor at Durham nor at 
the similar settlement in the Imperial 
Valley were the high hopes of the 
Utopians even partially justified. Gov. 
Richardson estimated in 1925 that near- 
ly $3,000,000 of the State’s money had 
been poured jnto the Delhi project of 
8000 acres and that not more:than 
$1,000,000 would ever be recovered. 

The Delhi tract was purchased in 1919 
and it was confidently expected that ex- 
service men would flock to the tracts, on 
which the State would accept a down 
payment as low as 5 per cent, with a 
long term of years at loW interest to,pay 
off the- balance. The project was ad- 
vancing so slowly four years later that 
it was deemed necessary to send a re-

There was better luck «at Durham, 
where, for a time, the colonists were 
fairly presperous, but the fact that the 
State has to take a loss of 35 per cent 
there indicates that the project was un- 
wisely conceived and badly executed. 
Both California and the colonists have 
suffered from the experiment, but the 
sufferings will have been worth while if 
they teach the State to keep out of such 
business in the future. 

California is fortunate, at that. A 
similar scheme in England cost-the tax- 
payers $47,000,000 in six years. 

Whatever the outcome of California’s 
ill-starred experiment, some provision 
should be made so that those who were 
induced to put their money into the 
scheme shall not bear a disproportionate 
share of the loss. 


; “MASTER” FORGER 

An unusual tale of crime, its causes 
and its consequences, was unfolded in 
the confession of M. M. Yeager, expert 
forger, recently arrested by bank offi- 
cials after a nine-year caree- in passing 
bad checks, during which time he cashed 
worthless paper to the tune of half a 
million dollars. Part of the story touches 
the honest and decent citizen, carelessly 
contributing to the illegal gains of the 
crooked and clever brain worker. The 
lesson this arch-forger conveyed to the 
public in accounting for his long im- 
munity from arrest gives unusual inter- 
est to this part of his confession. 

Yeager was, of course, exceptionally 
adept in copying signatures and original 
in his methods for escaping detection. 
But he would not have been able to carry 
on his swindles with such amazing ease 
had not bank depositors by their con- 
tributing carelessness played into his 
crafty hands. As he explained in the 
City Jail he obtained his material from 
waste baskets in the banks where foo'ish 
depositors tossed bank statements and 
canceled checks with the signatures in- 
tact.. “After I had a statement and a 
signature to copy, it was just too bad,” 
was his laconic comment. 

It would be well for bank cfficials to 
warn their clients against a practice of 
this sort since so many, in Yeager’s cese, 
must have left their signatures at the 
mercy of expert forging. It is true his 


7 system did not stop here. Having ob- 
cruiting agent into the Mid-West to get 


tained the fictitious signature he would 
place false checks to the credit of the 
depositor, so as to maintain the normal 
balance and subsequently draw out real 
money against them. But had he not 
been able to get possession of the origi- 
nal signatures, so readily and so simply, 
his skill as a forger would have availed 
him little. 

- The rest of the story is the usual finish 
to all such careers, founded on fraud, 
however cunning or brilliant they ap- 
peared in their inception—discovery, dis- 
illusionment and disgrace. For, in spite 
of the half million he had garnered dur- 
ing his nine years of crime, at the time 


of his arrest he was practically penni-| 


less. And he had no friends, no name, 
no standing to show for the thousands 
he had spent in his inglorious enter- 
prise. Now all he desires is to take his 
medicine and “get it over “with.” 


MILIO CARRANZA 

Tragedy still dogs the heels of 
achievement while men of heroic mold 
advance step by step to the latest goal 
of human ambition, the conquest of the 
air. The last name to be added to the 
list of those who have paid the supreme 
sacrifice for a courage that refuses to 
weigh risks or chances is that of the in- 
trepid young Mexican flyer, Capt. Emilio 
Carranza. Tearing into the center of a 
black thunderstorm. confident in his 
proven skill and his tested airplane, he 
fell a victim to the lightning bolt, a 
force beyond the power of man to gov- 
ern or evade. 


Every aviator will read with the deep- 
est sorrow the sudden termination of so 
promising a career. Two nations in par- 
ticular, Mexico and the United States, 
will mourn for the: loss of a winged 
Mercury of peace who had just forged 
another link of friendship between the 
two republics. Capt. Emilio Carranza 
was the greatest flyer of Latin America. 
He was known as the “Lindbergh of 
Mexico.” He had but recently just com- 
pleted an epochal flight from Mexico 
City to New York, an “ambassador of 
good-will,” from our southern neighbor, 
returning the compliment paid Mextco 
by our own “Lone Eagle.” 


Circumstances surrounding the trag- 
edy at Mount Holly, N. J., add to the 
poignancy of the shock caused by the 
death of Mexico’s heroic airman be- 
cause he was on a return trip from New 
York to Mexico to take back the felicita- 
tions he had received in America on the 
success of his northward flight and the 
appreciation felt here for his noble mis- 
sion.

DESERT PICTURES

- Sunlight and jasper sky, with floating opal clouds that cast 
transparent shadows on vermilion mountains; below tapestries of 
green and crimson thrown with a lavish hand over golden sands; |.

Only on the deserts of the 
Southwest are the mountains so 
red; nowhere else are the giant 


cacti with the milk-white blos- 
soms and the jade-green bark. 
Elsewhere opal clouds form and 
fade in indigo skies. The desert 
verbena and the wild occatillo 
are migratory plants; but only 
here are the purple mountains 
in which the red predominates; 
= here are the giant 


It is the desert, and yet more 
than the desert; tt is the desert 
exalted and glorified by a touch 
of that creative temperament, 
which distinguishes man from 
every other species on the earth 
below or the atmosphere above 


These impressions come to me 
as I stand before a canvas by 
Harry Wagner of the New Mexi- 
co mountains in the Stendahl 
galleries. Wagner’ is a desert | 
painter, one of hundreds exiled 
to paradise. Tuberculosis exiled 
him ten years ago to the hot, 
dry climate of the desert. His 
lungs are now healed, but his 
heart is affected. 

To him the desert is a land of 
enchantment. It claims him as 
its own. Twice he has fled from 
it, over mountains and seas; but 
he turns back to it, as the 
needle to the pole. 

He has seen the mirage on the 
way to the Funeral Mountains; 
and it is a tradition of the desert 
that no one who has once been 
under the charm of that mirage 
ever fails to return to it. This 
tradition is founded on more 
than a century of experience. I 
too, have been under its spell. 
I, too, have seen argosies rocked 
by snow-white billows on seas of 
amber, the floating palaces and 
_—- of palm mirrored in 
iquid pools that were neither in 
the heavens above nor on the 
earth below. 

I see them again as I stand 


before this canvas, like visions; 


of my lost youth, and I am filled 
with a nameless longing. I have 
been talking with the artist, and 
he has confirmed what I had 
come to regard as dreams of the 
golden time before my untutored 
mind was sullied by contact with 
industrial mediocrity. — 

Harry Wagner is a western ar- 
tist; perhaps the voice crying.in 
the wilderness—which was not a 
wilderness, but the deserts of 
Palestine, similar to our own 
deserts of the Southwest—per- 
haps the master of art himself. 

e will not know, I will not 
know, until we have both been 
dead at least a hundred years. 
Such is the fate of art, and of 
artists, of that intangible spark 
we call genius. 

I regard him as t Leones 
his canvases awaken in me 
memories of a great epoch that 

d with a passing century. 
ere are canvases that I ad- 
mire for their color schemes, for 
the purity of outline, for the 
grandiose conception, for the 
clever application of fore-short- 
ening and choruscura; and there 
are other canvases that make 
me forget the artist and the 
medium that he has employed, 
that strike a lost chord on the 
lyre of my impressions, that 
awaken slumbering harmonies, 
thoughts that evade the medium 
of expression, canvases that re- 
call to me the lines: 

“T would that my «tongue 
could utter the thoughts that 
arise in me.” 


' Friends and relatives have 
told Har Wagner that he is 
wasting life on the desert, 
that he should seek other sub- 
jects, that he should open a 
studio in a metropolis and paint 
what the market demands: He 
listened to the sophistries of 
reason and, last summer, he left 
the desert and went with his 


wife to Sweden, the home of her | 


ancestors, and from there 
through the Tyrol and Switzer- 
land to Italy. He visited in the 
museums and cathe- 

rals—cemeteries of art. He 
sketched faithfully the northern 
fiords, the Alps their white 
mortuary shrouds, the Swiss 
lakes and the Italian villages.

There is a refinement in the 
canvases of Harry Wagner as 
delicate as the nuances of the 
deserts he paints.

His suns are 
rising or setting; he takes his 
noon siesta with the life of the 
desert.

And I find myself under the 
same spell before Harry Wag- 
ner’s canvases that possessed me 
more than thirty years ago when 
I saw the miraculous mirages 
that stretched away before me 
when I plodded along the dusty 
Apache trail that leads to the 
Funeral Mountains. 

Only those who are familiar 
with the deserts of the South- 
west will appreciate the fidelity 
to truth of these Wagner can- 
vases, but any lover of the beau- 
tiful will fail under the subtle 
magic of their subdued colors, 
the pastel shades achieved in oi! 
that recall faded tapestries. 

One must have seen Bryce 
Canyon in New Mexico, those 
vermilion mountains of which 
New Mexico alone is the reposi- 
tory, to understand why there is 
so much red and so little atmos- 

here in that canvas. Men have 

uilded cathedrals along the 
ine, the Danube and the 
rivers of Italy; but the hand of 
God sculptured and tinted them 
there in Bryce Canyon, and 
Harry Wagner painted them. 

If you have not followed the 
winding trail from the sands of 
the Indio Desert to the dazzling, 
snow-draped peak of Mt. San 
Gorgonio you will miss much in 
another canvas. Harry, Wagner 
spent a season in Palm Springs, 
exiled to another bit of paradise, 
and his brush has gone far to 
immortalize it. On this 
chanted mesa, less than 100 
miles from Los Angeles, the wild 
honeysuckle and the desert ver- 
bena bloom as lavishly as in his 
canvases. 

I can recall no other painter 
that reproduces sunrise on the 
desert, with the blue haze that 
drapes and conceals the base of 
the mountains, without. login 
aught of its enchantment an 
mystery, as does Harry Wagner. 
Critics will come after me and 
discover that he is a master 
colorist. They will ask after the 
masters under whom he studied, 
the school of which he is @ 
product. They conclude 
that his blues and his vermil- 
ions are the result of studies of 
the best pamters of the Renais- 
sance period. be wrong 
as-to the source, but right as to 
the result. 

Mediocrity may remain cold 
and dumb. However powerful 
the broadcast, without 
stations its effect is lost; but 
am convinced that no great ar- 
tist will study Harry Wagners 
canvas without discovering that 
he is a great painter.

Do 
you think there is any way of pre- 
venting consumption in this child? 
Should we have the glands lanced? 
A.: Young children frequently 
have glandular enlargements which 
are not necessarily tubercular.
